SAFEGUARD IS OBJECT,

Tur TRIBUNE will mail this week an 
application blank to each of the hundreds 
of men and women who have offered to 
give temporary or permanent homes to 
the European war orphans, 

When properly filled out and returned 
ip the War Orphan bureau of Tue 
umu the blank will give the infor- 
pation which it is necessary to have be- 
fore it will be possible to bring the chil- 
dren across the ocean. 

In each case the application must be 
signed by both man and wife, when the 
applicant is married, and must be ac- 
companied by at least three references. 

Every home will be visited and the 
references investigated by the experts of 
the various children’s home finding asso- 
dations, which will coJperate with Tue 
TRIBUNE in the work. This is necessary 
in order to safeguard the future of the 
children to be adopted or given tempo- 
mry homes. A favorable report is also 
sential before the authorities in Eu- 
tope will permit the children to be 
brought to this country. 

Advisory Body to Approve. 

All'steps to be taken in this or any 
other regard—will be submitted for ap- 
proval to the members of an advisory 
committee, which is now being organized 
ud which will be representative of all 
the interests involved. 

The blank will also provide a space 
for a statement of the religious per- 
suasion of the family seeking to adopt 
one of the war orphans. This informa- 
tion is necessary in order to comply with 
the Juvenile court act, which provides 
that children given for adoption must, so 
far as practicable, be taken only into 
families holding the same religious faith 
ag that of their parents. 

The blank will require a definite state- 
ment as to whether the applicant desires 
legally to adopt a child, to provide in- 
definitely for its support and education, 
without adoption, or to give it a home for 
& specified number of years, until its 
mother or other relatives can reclaim it. 

Work in Europe Begins at Once. 

Meanwhile the work of making the 
necessary arrangements abroad will be 
promptly begun. Within the next ten 
days representatives of THe TRIBUNE 
will sail for Europe to visit the warring | 
countries and the various temporary ref- 
ges where children who are fatherless 
and homeless and whose relatives are 
not able to provide for them are being 
cared for as is best possible under the 
circumstances. 

The physicians of the National Public 
Health service, who are already sta- 
tioned abroad, will cobperate with THE 
TRIBUNE physicians in making sure that 
no children are brought to this country 
who are not free from the taint of seri- 
dus disease. All necessary legal preca u- 
tions will be taken so that there will be 
bo danger of future complications. 

Trained nurses and others who are ac- 
eustomed to dealing with children will 
accompany the small immigrants to the 
United States and will bring them safely 
through to Chicago and their new homes. 

No Trowble Getting In Expected. 

Becanse this is such an emergency as 
the world has never before seen and be- 
ttuse the emergency will undoubtedly 
stow more and more pressing as the war 
dontinues, it is anticipated that the rules 
of the immigration service which might 
‘enflict with the admission of the chil- 
dten will be suspended. There are few 
things more powerful in the world than 
the sInal! hand of a little child. 

Scores of people have made an especial 
‘ppeal that the children they wish to 
tdopt or take into their homes for a term 
f years be brought to this country, if 
Possible, before Christmas, so that their 
btesence would add new meaning to the 

ys. 

Only six weeks remain, but Tun Turn-

NASHVILLE, TENN., Nov. 12.— In 
her address here tonight before 
the national convention of suf- 
fragists, Dr. Anna H. Shaw, the 
president, said: 

If men could be made to use 
the same sense of justice in their 
consideration of women that they 
employ with regard to mon, the suf- 
frage fight would be won. But they 
seem unable to do this, because men 
are the great sentimentalists of the 
race. 

“All that women are asking is 
that men believe what they them- 
selves say. They say they want a 
government ‘of the people, by the 
people and for the people’ but by 
their treatment of women regard- 
ing the ballot they show they do 
not believe that. 


Men say the ‘voice of the people 
is the voice of God,’ but they re- 
fuse to permit the soprano to be 
raised along with the bass. The 
great difficulty with this goverment 
is that we have been listening to 
one big bass solo. 

The men of America make much 
of their boasted democracy, but 
this government is not a democracy; 
it is an aristocracy of sex.’’

TROUT DELEGATES WIN 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 12.— The Nation- 
al American Woman Suffrage association 
today entered into a lively discussion of 
the blacklist aga political weapon. 

The argument for a pc licy of action, of 
hit and take—a policy of suffrage by force 
appeared to be winning when it was de- 
cided to continue the discussion and vote 
on the question tomorrow. 

Incidentally it was agreed in executive 
council by a vote of 42 to 15 that the as- 
sociation should remain nonpartisan. The 
council also went on record as opposed to 
attacks on any political party. 


Dr. Shaw to Be Re-elected? 

Dr. Anna Howard Shaw, the national 
president, whose conservatiem in the past 
has aroused numerous protests, has taken 
a lead in urging radical action. By doing 
so she has caused a wave of enthusiasm 
for her candidacy for president. Her 
backers assert there is now no chance 
for her failing of reélection for another 
term. Opposition to her appears to be 
vanishing. 

The matter of blacklisting congressional 
candidates started the upheaval in the 
afternoon session of the opening of the 
convention. Women from all parts of the 
country spoke in favor of the blacklist. 
Wherever there was opposition to It, other 
delegates from the same states as those 
voicing opposition spoke in favor of the 
plan 


Amendments Come Up Today. 

Open discussion of the suffrage amend- 
ment to the constitution was avoided to- 
day, but will come up for argument along 
with the blacklist proposition tomorrow. 

What sentiment was expressed today 
appeared to favor the Shafroth amend- 
ment rather than the Susan B. Anthony 
proposition, which is supported by the 
Illinois delegation, headed by Mrs. Grace 
Wilbur Trout, which was today seated 
by the credentials committee. 

Mrs. Sherman Booth of the Glencoe 
Suffrage association had set up a contest 
for a place in the delegation. 

Now that the delegation has been ap- 
proved, Mrs. Trout will have fifty women 
with her in the fight against the Khafroth 
amendment. There are not exceeding 350 
delegates to the convention here. 


Blacklist Argument Heated. 
Illinols figured extensively in the dis- 
cussion of the blacklist campaign. All 
the opposition shown on the floor appar- 
ently was centered against Mre. Medill 
McCormick. 
Mrs. Trout started the fight. She de- 


‘fended Congressman James R..Mann of 


Chicago, who was blacklisted. Mrs. Me- 
Cormick was asked what the result of 
the blacklist had been. 

„The case of Congressman Mann is a 
striking example of the good the black- 
list has done, she replied. ‘' Congress- 
man Mann always has been a strong 
anti-suffragist. He has stood probably 
for more reactionary measures than any 
man in congress. He insulted women on 
the floor of congress at the time of the 
Washington parade. His attitude to the 
women at Washington has been one of 
not much consideration. After the black- 
list was published with his name in it 
he declared himself for woman suffrage." 


Mrs. Trout Defends Mann. 

“Tt is only just to Mr. Mann to state 
the facts,“ Mrs. Trout sald. At the time 
the blacklist was published our suffrage 
bill hung in the balance in the hands of 
the Supreme court. The state board re- 
fused to vote to violate the fundamental 
principle of our organization, nonparti- 
sanship. We protested against blacklist- 
ing. 

“Mr. Mann wrote to me, but not until 
after he knew that our state was against 
blacklisting. That policy will never put 
men into the gentle frame of mind neces- 
sary to secure suffrage.” 


Criticises Acts of Chicagoan. 

Mrs. William Zuerin read a letter from 
Miss Julia Lathrop to Mr. Mann thanking 
him for his support of an appropriation 
for the children's bureau. 

Mrs. McCormick replied that Congress- 
man Mann worked against good measures 
in committee, and if defeated there voted 
for them on the floor. 

Miss Kate Gordon told Mrs. McCormick 
she was invading the freedom of the 
states in publishing such a list without 
the consent of the states. 

Then a woman from Maseachusetta said 
the list had proved disastrous there be- 
cause it included Senator Lodge; who 
thereupon prevented the adoption of a 
suffrage plank in the Republican plat- 
form. ee 

Blacklist Champions Active. 
That brought into ection the auherents 
of the blacklist. Mrs. William H. Felton 
of Georgia was the first. She is a little, 
elderly woman who surprised the dele- 
gates with her vigor, .

VILLA MASSES 
ARMY NEAR FOE 


Carranza General at Queretaro 
Tells of Advance; Wilson 
Acts on Vera Cruz. 


Mexico.City, Nov. 12.—Gen. Villa is con 
verging his entire army at Lagos, midway 
between Aguascalientes and Queretaro, 
according to Gen. Pablo Gonzales, com- 
manding Mexican forces at Queretaro, 
who is loyal to Gen. Carranza. Gonzatlés 
today notified the war department here 
and Gen. Carranze at Cordoba of Villa’s 
movements. 

Gonzales stated his own force now num- 
dere 40,000 men, while reinforcements 
were arriving from other places. Villa's 
strength was not given in the message 
from Gonzales. 

It la belfeved a decisive battle will be 
fought in the vicinity of Queretaro within 
a few days, as the concentrating of 
Villa's troops at Lagos is said to be the 
reply to Gonzales’ recent ultimatum to 
Villa that he and other anti-Carranza 
generals resign their commands and leave 
the country immediately. 


No Reply from Villa. 
Gen. Villa has not replied to telegrams 
sent to him by Gens Obregon and Blanco 
requesting him to resign his position as 
commander of the Constitutionalist 
troops in the north. 

Gen. Gonzales has sent a dispatch to 
Gen. Gutierrez from Queretaro, saying: 

“From this moment I declare broken 
and of no value whatever the compro- 
mises I may have contracted with the 
Aguascalientes convention, and I am 
ready to fight Villa and his bandits.” 

A general order issued today by the 
military commandant in the capital in- 
formed all officers to be ready from today 
on to call thelr men to quarters and to 
hold them in readiness for any emergency. 

Urge Leaders to Resign. 

Bl Paso, Tex., Nov. 12.—Officiai reports 
from Mexico City said that several chiefs, 
headed by Gen. Gonzales, have sent mes- 
sages to the first chief and Provisional 
President Gutierres, appealing a second 
time that both Carranza and Villa resign 
their positions. 

The signere of the two telegrams in- 
cluded Gonzales, Gen. Lucio Blanco, and 
Gen. Antonio Villareal, who had acted as 
president of the convention before the 
election of Gutierrez. They asked Car- 
ranze to resign “in order to prevent 
circumstances growing graver.” They 
advised the first chief that they also had 
sought the elimination of Villa. 

„Should he not retire absolutely,” they 
said, woe pledge ourselves to subjugate 
him to law and order.” 

From Gutierrez they requested that he 
order Villa to leave the country, They 
promised that they also would arrange 
for Carranza to leave Mexico. 

Decide on Vera Crus. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 12.—President 
Wilson and Secretary Bryan have de- 
cided not to fix a date for the evacuation 
of Vera Crus by the American troops 
until it ia Getermined which faction can 
dominate that section of Mexico um- 
ciently to carry out the guarantees asked 


by the United States as a prerequisite to

Buildings Tumble as Bat- 
tle Rages from Dix- 
mude to Arras. 


[By Cable to The Chicago Trense. 1 

NORTHERN FRANCE, Nov. 12—The 
battle stil} rages from Dixmnde to Arras. 
Churches topple down and factors burn 
with every fresh explosion of a shell. No 
tower which might be used for observa- 
tion is allowed to stand. Explosive shells 
are fired at these observation points and 
incendiary bombs are dropped on fac- 
tories. . 

The nature of the fighting is still critical. 
The aeroplanes are utterty unable to face 
the westerly gules Which have followed 
the period of mist that made them almost 
useless and helped the attacking force to 
conceal its place of concentration. At the 
game time the armies in general come 
nearer to one another than at any pre- 
vious period. 


Strong at Unexpected Points, 

The tactical fighting has brought out 
quite unexpected strength at particular 
points of support. Owing to the small 
detachments into which the troops are 
divided the ground offers natural places 
of concealment, and with the protection 
of a wood or a quarry a battery or two 
may find itself unassailable. 

Attacks can be organized indefinitely 
until the place becomes untenabie by rea- 
son of an advance in force by either side. 

The Germans never have shown more 

skill in the discovery of such 
positions than the. last few weeks. 
livered with great bravery. 

That they have not yet made advances 
ia the best sign that they will not, bu2 
even in resisting attacks they have almost 
always used the method of counter attack 
by night and by day should the weather 
be fine. 


All Towns Badly Battered. 

Thie costly and terrible methed has re- 
sulted in this—that every town occupied 
by the Germans and allles in turn has 
been battered and destroyed. Nieuport, 
Dixmude, Roulers, Ypres, Armentieres. 
Laventie, and Arras, some of them with 
priceless historical relics, lose one beauty 
after another day by day in this fighting. 
Can Lille escape? It le today the salient 
point between the battle's ferocious in- 
tensity, to be held or destroyed as strategy 
dictates. 

Will Brussels escape midst this appall- 
ing ruin? One begins to despair of the 
safety of the architectural glories of the 
wealthy factories in which the French 
and Flemish in Flanders excel. 


Hard Battle Near Bethune. 

A correspondent of the Times, describ- 
ing a battle near Bethune Tuesday night, 
says the allies won a brilliant victory in 
that region. 

He reports that the Germans advanced 
in the early hours of the morning, taking 
advantage of darkness and mist. They 
found their way barred by barbed wire 
entanglements. The British infantry- 
men responded with heavy rifle fire, 

Then artillery was hurried to the front. 
Shell, shrapnel, machine guns, and rifes 
mowed down the Germans, cutting lanes 
in theirranks. When the order was given 
to charge, the British answered mag- 
nificently, driving the Germans back at 
the point of the bayonet and capturing

It was early on Monday that 
the unexpected crrival of the Ger- 
man cruiser Emden broke the

erto left unruffied. One is known aes Di- 
rection island, and there the Eastern Tel- 
egraph company has a cable station and 
staff engaged in relaying messages be- 
tween Europe and Austratia. Otherwise 
the inhebitants are all Malays, with the 
exception of the Gescendants of June 
Cluntes Roses, a British naval officer, who 
came to these islands ninety years ago 
and founded a Hine of “ uncrowned 
kings.’ 

The war seemed far away. Official bul- 
letins passed through the cable station, 

but they gave us little real news. 


Hear of the Emden. 


Then we heard from Singapore that the 
Emden had been diapatched to these 
islands, and toward the end of Auguse 
one of the cable staff thought he saw 
| searchlights out over the sea. Then sud- 
denly we were awakened from our calm 
and mace to fee] that we had become a 
most important place in the war area. 
| At 6 a. m. on Monday a four funneled 
orulser arrived full speed, at the en- 
trance to the lagoon.

At 9 a. m. we heard the sound of a siren 
from the Emden, and this evidently was 
a signal to the landing party to return, 
for it at once dashed for its boats. But 
the Emden got under way at once and the . 
boats were left behind. 


Emden Opens Fire. 

Looking eastward, we could see the rea- 
eon for this sudden departure, for a war- 
ship, which we afterward learned wae 
the Australian crulser Sydney, was com- 
ing up at full speed in pursuit. The 
Emden did not wait to discuss’ matters 
but, fring its first shot at a range of 
about 3.700 yards, steamed north as hard 
as K could go.’ 

At first the firing of the Emden seemed 
excellent, while that of the Sydney wae 
somewhat erratic. This, as I afterwards 
learned, was due to the two shots that 
the Germans got home.

Bach of the cruisers attempted to tor- 
pedo the other, but both were uneuc- 
cessful, and the duel proved a contest 
in hard pounding at long range.

LONDON, Nov. 4. 

Some one declared that Joffre is of the 
school of Napoleon. It isa generalization 
no more accurate than other generaliza- 
tions. 

Nothing could be further from the wars 
of Napoleon than the great battles on the 
Marne, on the Aisne, and now in the 
north. In themselves they do not present 
anything like the tactical interest of those 
examples of military skill of a hundred 
years ago. And the aeroplane is respon- 
sible. It seeseverything from its elevated 
vantage point. 

Thus the art of war has been robbed of 
that element of surprise which afforéed 
Napoleon dramatic opportunity for the 
display of his genius. His object was to 
iscover the weak spot in the enemy's lines, 
and, having discovered it, to hurl upon it 
all the forces at his command. His suc- 
cess depended upon the speed and sure- 
ness with which the great blow could be 
struck. A premature revelation would 
have spoiled ail. But a coup of the sort 
is mo longer possible, for a maneuver on 
the one side is met instantly by a ma- 
neuver on the other. 


War's Art Has Changed. 

War now consists of a series of parallel 
movements; its art has changed. It would 
be scarcely an exaggeration to say that 
it does not exist.

But it is in the reporting of the war that 
the moving picture achieves its most astonishing | — 
results, for it assists us toward a reality so far 
out of our peaceful, orderly lives that the imagina- 
tion is hopelessly incapable of rising to It. 

Looking at these first moving pictures of actual 
fighting taken for Tue Trisungz in Belgium, one’s 
most powerful sensation comes with the thought: 
This dreadful thing is true. It is poignant fact. 
Men and women like ourselves are going through 
this. Here it is before us now, happening. 

No still picture, strong as may by the impression 
it makes, conveys this sense of immanent reality. 
Here is a city street. Here and there are the huddled 
bodies of men. You have seen pictures like that in 
every magazine and newspaper. ‘The bodies are still. 
They seem almost posed. It is only a picture. Sud- 
denly out of a door comes a man. He has a red cross 
band on his arm and he is moving. He is walking 
rapidly, but not excitedly. He reaches the first 
body. There is a white cloth in his hand. He 
bends over the body and wipes the head. Then 
he walks rapidly toward the next still heap. A 
sister in her uniform comes swiftly toward you. 
A man running appears in the distance. With a 
sharp shock you realize that this thing is not a 
picture, not a play, not a dream, but naked reality. 

The panic flight of women and old men and chil- 
dren, the burst of flame from a building struck by 
a shell before your eyes, the rush of guns over a 
bridge, a battery firing across a field, and the ad- 
vance of infantry, digging intrenchments, placing 
their machine guns with quick movements—it is all 
poignant, not realistic, but real. 

What has transformed mere pictures into ex- 
periences? The moving picture is, not a more 
direct transcript of life than the still. The mov- | 
ing picture, in fact, is not a moving picture, but 8 
moving series of still pictures. Let it is so much 
more real that it seems life itself. 

The difference, of course, lies in the fact that a 
new likeness hag been added to the likenesses of the | 
still picture, the likeness of form, position, rela- | 
tion. This new likeness is motion, and it is the 
most important, evidently, of all likenesses, for 
it has transformed the picture, literally vitalizing 
it, bringing it so close to reality that it is almost 
imperceptibly short of experience. 

M. Henri Bergson will explain this in terms of 
philosophy: “He who installs himself in becom- 
ing sees in duration the very life of things, the 
fundamental reality. The forms which the mind 
isolates and stores up in concepts are then only 
snapshots of the changing reality. They are mo- 
ments gathered along the course of time; and, just 
because we have cut the thread that binds them 
to time, they no longer endure.” 


THE BIG GERMAN GUN. 

The German fortress of Tsing-Tau, with a small 
garrison, held out seven weeks, approximately, 
against as Many troops as Japan and Great Britair 
thought necessary to employ in the work of reduc- 
tion. The French fortress of Manonviller lasted 
one day under fire. The Belgian forts at Liege and 
the French fort at Maubeuge went down almost 
as rapidly when the German forty-two centimeter 
guns were in position. 

It is safe to ignore the human equation in these 
comparisons and look for an explanation in the 
artillery. The Japanese at Port Arthur made an 
exceptional record of sacrificial devotion, which 
evidently they were determined not to repeat at 
Tsing-Tau, seeking results without such cost. There 
was no pressure of undecided military events to 
urge them in attacking the German possessions, 
and they could efford to take their time and spare 
their men. But if they had had an equivalent fo- 
the German heavy gun the work could have been 


When military experts of the allies allow them- 
selves even optimistically to consider the probable 
duration of the war they predict that it will last 
_ from a year and a half to three years. These pre- 
- dictions are predicated on the arsumption that 
within a comparatively short time—five or six 
_ months—the Germans will be fighting wholly on the 
their own territory. 

Evidently it recognizes the fact that the allics 
must go about the carrying of fortified positions 
in a manner totally different from the German 
method unless in the intervening time the French 
and English gun makers can produce something as 
remarkable as the German howitzer. 

If Maubeuge had been a German fort equipped 
with German guns, and if the attacking force had 
the present French and British siege artillery, the 
chances are the fortifications. would be intact now.

Who was the most stimulative, suggestive, and 
comprehensive mind of the nineteenth century 
after Goethe? The French critic Taine, who is 
coming to be recognized for what he was, an in- 
tellect as original as Spinoza and vastly more va- 
rious. Taine means as critic more to us than any 
poet, novelist, or dramatist since Goethe's death, 
not even excepting Balzac or Ibsen, to say noth- 
ing of Hugo and Tolstot. This is asserted not 
in depreciation of the genius of Balzac and Ibsen, 
but because a great critic to our modern culture 
means more than a great novelist or dramatist. 

This statement may seem fanciful, but is it? 
We would not care to miss Balzac or Ibsen out 
of our modern culture; but how great the posi- 
tive loss of Taine would be! More than we re- 
allse, because so many forms of our present 
thought we owe to him, although we are uncon- 
scious of the truth, he having imposed those 
forms on 80 many leading minds, that have 
passed them on to us. 

Anatole France is perhaps the foremost lying 
writer, but would he or Brandes, the Danish 
eritic, be the greater loss? If the world had not 
had France, it would be minus a complete skeptic, 
gentie satirist, and delightful epicurean. But if 
we had not had Brandes, we would be minus a 
mind that has surveyed ali literature and thought 
with sympathy and penetration, that has given us 
many judgments, perceptions, much wisdom, that 
has helped us to comprehension, tolerance, and 
a joyful strength. 

Perhaps it is not too much to gay that the 
greatest mind in our era seeks expression 
through the art form of criticism, while the lens

Mr. Field contributed $10,000 to the ex- 
pense of the investigation, besides giving 
it gratuitously a good part of his time 
for a quarter of a century. In 1900 Mr. 
Field died and the report was turned over 
to William Shaw to be put in order and 
published. He got it in shape and pub- 
lished it ag a copy of the Journal of the 
Royal Sanitary Institute for October, 
1901. 


The records show that the members in- 
vestigated scores of methods of capping 
a chimney and more than a hundred forms 
of ventilating cowls.

OL. SIR FREDERICK PONSON- 
BY’S appointment to succeed the 
late Sir William Carrington as 
keeper of the privy purse has fol- 
lowed as a matter of course. Al- 
though it is an office of modern origin, 
unknown prior to the reign of George III., 
it is the most important of the royal 
household. Indeed, the keeper of the 
privy purse outranks the private secre- 
tary of the king, and the title in nowlse 
conveys any notion of its prestige and 
of the wide range of its duties, its respon- 
sibilities, and above al“ of its power. 

An idea thereof, however, may be con- 
veyed by recalling the fact that when 
two years ago Sir Frederick was gazetted 
to the important and lucrative governor- 
ship of the great Indian presidency of 
Bombay, with its population of some 
40,000,000, a governorship which in point 
of prestige is second only to the vice- 
royalty of India, he was induced by the 
king on theeve of his departure to give up 
the idea of leaving England and to remain 
as assistant private secretary on the un- 
derstanding that he should succeed Sir 
William Carrington as keeper of the privy 
purse, 

—~o- 

It was a heavy sacrifice for Sir Fred- 
erick to make. Neither he nor his good 
looking wife has a fortune, and the gov- 
ernorship of Bombay carries with it a 
salary of $60,000 a year, allowances of at 
least as much more, besides magnificent- 
ly furnished palaces in the city of Bom- 
bay and in the neighboring highlands, 
maintained and equipped with servanta 
bodyguards, etc., at governmental ex- 
pense. 

„The salary of the keeper of the privy 
purse is nothing like as much. It does 
not exceed $15,000, although it is prob- 
able that in view of the pecuniary sac- 
rifice made by Sir Frederick in giving up 
the governorship of Bombay, King 
George will make it up to $20,000 a year, 
as Queen Victoria did in the case of his 
father, the late Gen. Sir Henry Ponsonby. 

Of course the keeper of the privy purse 
virtually has no expenses of hisown. Ha 
has fully furnished residences in St. 
James’ palace and Windsor castle, at 
Sandringham, and at Balmoral, and has 
free use of all the royal servants, horses, 
carriages, motors, cellars, etc. 

He is invariably a member of the privy 
council, which enables him to be present 
at meetings of the sovereign with the 
members of the®cabinet, since the cabinet 
is after all merely a committee of the 
privy council, and the keeper of the privy 
purse frequently acts as a means of com- 
munication between not only the mon- 
arch and his ministers but also with the 
leaders of the opposition.

There is no member of the intimate en- 
tourage of the king more closely identified 
from his earliest childhood with the court 
than Sir Frederick, who was born at 
Windsor castle, when his father was act- 
ing as private secretary to Queen Vio- 
toria. 

As a boy, he was for three years page 
of honor to Queen Victoria, and on attain- 
ing manhooij and entering the army as 
an officer of the Coldstreams, was ap- 
pointed first of all equerry and then 
assistant private secretary to the late 
queen, serving Edward VII. in the same 
capacity, and for the last four years 
King George. ° | 

Sir Frederick's father, the late Sir 
Henry, was connected with the royal 
nousehold for fifty - first as equerry 
to the prince consort and afterwards as 
equerry and private secretary to Queen 
Victoria.

Sir Frederick is a cadet of the Irish 
house of Ponsonby, of which the Earl 
of Bessborough is the chief.

Bannerman when premier, and has at- 
tracted much attention by the advanced 
and even revolutionary doctrines which 
he has enunciated, including demands for 
the abolition not only of the house of 
lords but of the nobility. 

Lady Ponsonby is a daughter of Col. 
Edmund Kennard and an aunt therefore 
of Sir George Kennard, whose wife is 
half American, her mother, Lady Bar- 
clay, being a daughter of the late Henry 
C. Chapman of New York.

Lady Sarah Wilton is so well known on 
both sides of the Atlantic as the favorite 
aunt of the Duke of Mariborough, usually 
doing the honors for him at Blenheim 
palace, that the news that she has just 
become a widow should not be allowed 
to pass by without some longer reference 
than the two line notice in the cable die- 
patches to\he effect that her husband. 
Col, Gordon Wilson, was among the offi- 
cers killed while fighting the Germans 
in France, 

Gordon Wilson of the Royal Horse 
guards, son of the Australian multimil- 
lionaire, the late Sir Samuel Wilson, dis- 
tinguished himself already as a boy at 
Eton by jumping upon Roderick McLean 
when McLean made an attempt upon the 
life of Queen Victoria at the railroad sta- 
tion at Windsor with a pistol. 

For this, Gordon Wilson and a school- 
mate, Leslie Murray Robertson, who had 
assisted him in knocking down and dis- 
arming the would-be assassin, were sum- 
moned to Windsor castle on the following 
day, when they were thanked in the most 
gracious fashion by the old queen, recelv- 
ing beautiful framed photographs of her, 
inscribed with her signature, and an auto- 
graph recognition of the services which 
they had rendered her.

Gordon Wilson also played an impor- 
tant role in the defense of Mafeking dur- 
ing the South African war, fifteen years 
ago, and Lady Sarah Wilson, who was 
with him throughout the siege, did true 
womanly service among the sick and 
wounded, receiving from King Edward 
the order of the Red Cross for the bravery 
which she displayed in tending the 
wounded under fire. 

She also received the war medal for her 
services in scouting and endeavoring to 
carry messages through the Boer lines. 

Twice she was captured by the Boers. 
On the first occasien she was released by 
means of an exchange of prisoners. 

There has always been mystery as to 
how she obtained her freedom the second 
time. But it is generally understood that 
she used her tongue to such terrible effect 
against the Boers who captured her 
that they were only too delighted to let 
her go.

2. An act of the legislature which will 
authorize the south park commissioners 
to hold the part of the n above 
mentioned for harbor purposes, the sec- 
retary of war having raised the question 
whether when the submerged land is ap- 
propriated for park uses it mag after- 
wards be turned over to the city for har- 
bor purposes, and he requires that this be 
taken careof. It was because of this that 
Congressman Mann introduced the bill in 
congress. We believe, however, that an 
act of the state legislature will meet the 
situation fully. 

As to establishing. a bathing beach at 
Fifty-sixth street, so much needed, no 
action of the legislature is necessary. If 
the city council will join in the request of 
the park commissioners it is believed the 
secretary of war will permit this work to 
be done without delay. Our efforts to es- 
tablish this beach were defeated last 
spring because the council committee un- 
der the leadership of the aldermen from 
the Seventh ward insisted that in addi- 
tion to the bathing beAch at Fifty-sixth 
street we should establish another at the 
southeast ccrner of the park. It must be 
evident at a glance that we could not in 
justice to the other neighborhoods estab- 
lish and maintain two beaches so close to- 
gether, 

We are advised that the city will os- 
tablish a bathing beach farther south. 
This, we trust. will satisfy the demands of

Police Must Co-operate. 

It is stipulated that the ordinance shall 
not be construed as relieving the police 
or the prosecuting attorney of any of 
their duties and that it shall be the duties 
ot the heads of the various departments 
of the municipal government to codper- 
ate with the morals commission in its 
work. 

The health committee will meet again 
next Thursday to consider measures for 
carrying out other recommendations of 
the vice commission. At that time per- 
sons affected by the new amending ordi- 
nance abolishing the mayor’s power to 
issue bar permits will be permitted to 
state their objections to the proposed 
measure.

He declared that nothing would so re- 
assure the country at large, obtain the 
opening of the stock ex- 
changes,, and aid in reviving confidence 
as the formation of the pool. 


Praises Reserve System. 

Discussing the new federal reserve 
banking law, Rudolph Diamant of New 
York declared that the organization of 
the new system will redound to the bene- 
fit of the public at large and also to the 
investment bankers. He indorsed the se- 
curities pool as suggested by Mr. Cald- 
well and added that “if we could buy up. 
at bargain prices, a large amount of 
American securities from foreign invest- 
ors it would be a fine thing for this coun- 
try.“ Regarding the reserve banking 
law, Mr. Diamant said: 

“It will have a tendency to stabilize 
interest rates and will go a long way 
toward eliminating serious credit dis- 
turbances. It will place the legitimate 
operations of the commercial, industrial, 
and agricultural communities on a better 
and safer basis, less subject than here- 
tofore to disturbances caused by factors 
outside of their respective spheres of ac- 
tivity and of their own making.“

It was further asserted that there is 
evidence implicating attachés of the 
offices of the boards of assessors and re- 
view who for monetary considerations 
obtained the cancellation or reduction of 
taxes.

The evidence thus 
far collected shows gross favoritism and 
discrimination. This inquiry will take 
from sixty to ninety days, and that is 
why I ask a special grand jury. 

The matter has been thorbughiy dis- 
cussed by my fellow judges and myself,” 
said Judge Kersten. I agree that the 
matter is of vast importance and should 
be investigated thoroughly. I disagree 
with counsel as to the method to be pur- 
sued.” 

Time for Regular Panel. 

One of the main reasons for the denia] 
of the application of the petition of the 
state’s attorney by the judges, it was dis- 
closed through a private seurce of in- 
formation, was the fact that they believed 
the prosecutor should confine his efforts 
to those cases only where there was will- 
ful evasion and corruption.

Purely from the viewpoint of practical 
politics, the party managers are now in- 
clined to join hands with the reform 
forces and work for a constitutional con- 
vention. They would like to see the. con- 
gressional situation straightened out with 
two more districts added, and at the same 
time make several important changes in 
the senatorial districts, with a view to 
equalizing the representation of the elec- 
torate in the general assembly. 


Stumbling Blocks Pointed Out. 

The stumbling block to apportionment 
plans is the increasing population of Chi- 
cago and the failure of the downstate ter- 
ritory to keep pace with this increase. 

With its present population Cook coun- 
ty is now entitled to at least three more 
legislative districts, ae some of the lead- 
ers have figured it out, but the down- 
state representation, which is in the ma- 
jority in both houses, will not consent to 
an increase in the members from Cook 
county under present conditions. 

The legislative situation alone, the lead- 

ers are agreed, is one of the big causes 
keeping alive the sectional feeling against 
Chicago. What is feared downstate, they 
believe, is that Chicago might dominato 
both branches of the assembly in time if 
the population basis is followed. 


Home Rule the Solution. 

The only way in which this prejudice 
can be eliminated and the whole state 
work in harmony in legislative matters, 
it is contended, is by way of a constitu- 
tional convention which would give to 
Chicago a large measure of home rule in 
settling problems that particularly apply 
to Chicago and do not affect ma 17 
the rural districts. 

If that were accomplished, insist the 
legislative leaders, future legislatures 
could concern themselves with general 
laws applying to the entire state and not 
be bothered with a multiplicity of prob- 
lems that concern only community fe in 
Chicago. 

Governor’s Veto Ready. 

If the Republicans were able to pass a 
party reapportionment bill Gov. Dunne 
would veto it, while there is no chance 
for an apportionment that might be at- 
tempted in the interests of the 
cratic party. .

day with a delegation of negroes over the 
ender in force in the executive depart- 
ments segregating the colored from the 
white employés. The issue has been ac- 
entuated under the present administra- 

fon with so many southern office holders. 

An organization of southern whites has 
fanned the controversy by insistent public 
demands that the races be segregated. 

The speeches and cross-questioning of 
the colored visitors became so pointed to- 
day that the president sharply rebuked 
their leader, W. Monroe Trotter of Bos- 
ton, and notified the deputation that if 
itcame again to the White House it would 
have to select another spokesman, as 
the Boston man would not be received in 
that capacity. 


Second Tilt with Tumulty, 
After the colored men retired from the 
president's room there was another lively 
tit with Secretary Tumulty. Assembled 
in the lobby outside of the secretary’s 
office the colored delegation was soon 
surrounded by a group of reporters and 
began to narrate what had taken place in- 
side. 

They frankly told the newspaper men 
what the president said and attempted 
in some cases to quote literally from 
thecolloguy. Secretary Tumulty learned 
what was going on and, coming out of 
his office, he called Trotter aside and read

Trotter Recalls Campaign Pledge.

and addressed the president in such a 
tone and with such a background of pas- 
sion. 

Wilson Explains His Attitude, 

The other visitors received scant com- 
fort. The president told them plainly 
he would not ask for the rescinding of 
the segregation orders in the departments 
and. expressed his sympathy with the 
policy of segregation. He explained that 
it was not for racial reasons that he fa- 
vored segregation, but for the orderly 
conduct of the public business. 

He ‘said that prejudices of races were 
with us and could not be eradicated and 
had to be taken into account. He ex- 
plained that he had asked the heads of 
the departments to see that the colored 
men have the same accommodations or 
equally as good as are given to the whites. 


Ignores Threats of Reprisals. 

The president felt keenly the thrusts 
made at him, the threats of political 
reprisals, and the references to the late 
election results. 

He made it plain that he was not to 
be awed by threats of political extinction. 
He explained the vexations and cares pf 
his high office and the impossible task of 
trying to please people of widely vary- 
ing thought. One of the negroes insisted 
tonight the president talked much as 
Mr. Taft did in the last month of his 
term in the White House, as if he did 
not care much whether he kept the job 
or not. \ 

The delegation admitted after their in- 
terview that they got a reply promptly 
and much to the point, accompanied by a 
stinging rebuke. 

Condemn Plantation Songs.

Efnest Gatewood, the negro arrested 
two weeks ago on the sensational story of 
Mrs. George Steinhaus of 4745 Beacon 
street, who said he had attacked and 
robbed her, was released on his own bond 
yesterday by Municipal Judge Ryan ip 
the Sheffield avenue court. 

Mrs. Steinhaus failed to appear in 
court against the negro after repeated 
attempts by the arresting detectives to 
get her there. Her h and also refused 
to appear after he had told the reporters 
of the startling robbery of the $3,500 worth 
of jewels which his wife wore. It was 
learned later that the jewels were worth 
$350. 

Gatewood was employed at the De Luxe 
theater as a watchman. Mrs. Steinhaus 
was found two weeks ago walking along 
the tracks of the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul rallroad near Wilson avenue. She 
reported the robbery to the police. 


Woman Seemed Dazed. 

Gatewood sald the woman had come ta. 

his room in the rear of the theater in a 
dazed condition and left her jewelry. 


THe TRIBUNE’s story of the attack in 
court as evidence that Gatewood was be- 
ing held without justification. Judge 
Ryan listened to the attorney's argument 
and granted bail. 

“I want the police officers in this case 
to bring this woman in tomorrow,” he 
said. “No man can be arrested and 
lodged in jafl on the whims of a woman.

After shooting 
the millionaire the nurse attempted to 
take her own life by severing an artery 
in her left arm. 

Fellowing .an investigation, the police 
arrested the nurse and held Mrs. Emma 
Daschel, a friend of Miss Burgemeister,

Miss Burgemeister told Detective Mare- 
den that she had killed Koehler to de- 
fend herself and her friend. 


Five Shots Fired.

The invalid wife of Koehler brought the 
nurse to this country several years ago. 
The couple bought and furnished a cot- 
tage for her and teok an unusual interest 
in her welfare.

army. Koehler went to her home, it is 
understood, in-an attempt to persuade her 
to remain in this country.

quette company, and Wee president of 
the Jimulco Mining company and the Cen- 
tral Trust company of this city.

He owned 
one of the finest homes in the southwest. 
His holdings in real estate in Louisville, 
Ky., and Altanta, Ga., are large. 

Mr. Keehler was born in Alkifeld, Ger- 
many. near Hanover, and came to Amer- 
ica when 18 yeare of age, entering the 
employ of Griesedieck Bros., brewers, at 
St. Louisa. He married Miss Emma Ben- 
zen in St. Louis thirty-two years ago and 
came to San Antonio in 1880.
